ORIN W. SLAvTn, LIFE SKETCH 


Orin Watts 81aviu was born in 
Pocahontas Couuty, West Virgin¬ 
ia, January 29tb, 1875. He de¬ 
parted this life April lltb, 1898, 
aged 23 yeare, 2 months, 9 days. 

He was the oldest son- of Win¬ 
field and Nannie Slavin. He was 
a young man of promise, gifted 
mind, genial manners, well inform¬ 
ed dn I be topics of the dny. When 
only a boy he was employed in the 
Times printing office, and after¬ 
wards he and Mr S. B. Scott pul>- 
lisbed the Pocahontas Herald. He 
was full of hope and gave promise 
of doing something in the world. 

Last spring brother Orins health 
began to decline, and he went to 
Kansas expecting tbe change to 
restore bis health, and there he in¬ 
tended to go into business. In¬ 
stead of improving be grew worse, 
and, seeing that his end was near, 
he came back to tbe old home, 
February 4th. Disease had dealt 
heavily with him. The strong, 
manly form was liirht, the hectic 
flush was upon tbe pale cheek. 

Mother and friends could not 
nurse him back to life; but we 
pouldsitby him, pray with him, 
and talk with him of tnat life that 
knows no end. On tbe 19th of 
March he was converted to God, 
and on April 1st was received into 
the M. E. Church, Sooth. From 
this time on be had a clear Christ¬ 
ian experience. He fiad a fore¬ 
taste of God’s peace, in his ioy he 
said “Heaven is so near. His 
mind was clear to the end. On 
Monday, April lltb at 8 p. m., he 
peacefully passed away. 

Orin Slaven was a warm hearted 
friend. Hia devotion to his moth¬ 
er was beautiful. Hia voung life 
has been strangely out short. God 
knows beet. He was the first mem¬ 
ber of tbe Marvin Epwortli League 
to pass away. Who next? 

On Wednesday at 10 a.m. his 
funeral service was conducted at 
Marvin Cbapel by bis pastor, as¬ 
sisted by Rev Perry and Dr 8y- 
denstricker.

How John W. Grimes Got Mar¬ 
ried In Washington. 

Editor Pocahontas Times: 

’ A letter from here at this time 
may be of interest to your readers. 

Congrees has at last acted and 
we have come faoe^to face with 
war. The die is cast for weal or 
woe, and we have no alternative. 
It matters not now whether we 
wore tbe Gray or the Blue—we 
stand together as brethren, as kins¬ 
men, as patriotic Americans. So 
far we have only seen the “poetic 
side of a tragedy that baa drench¬ 
ed the earth in blood and filled the 
centuries with lamentation.” Now 
comes death, - desolation, ruined 
homes, and broken hearts. 

After an all day and night ses¬ 
sion, about 3 o’clock this morning 
both *Honses of Congress passed 
what is known as the Foraker Res¬ 
olutions, with some slight modifi¬ 
cations. They will be imipediate- 
ly transmitted to the- President 
and approved by him. This means 
virtually a declaration of war. 
They proclaim to the world that 
"the people of the Island of Cuba 
are and of right ought to be free 
and independent." The United 
States demand that the govern¬ 
ment of Spain at once relinquish 
its authority and government in 
tbe island of Cnbo and withdraw 
ita land and naval forces from Cu¬ 
ba and Cuban waters. Tbe Presi¬ 
dent is directed and empowered to 
use tbs entire land and naval forc¬ 
es of .tbe United 8tatee and to call 
out the militia of the United States 
to such extent as may be necessary 
to oarry these resolutions into ef¬ 
fect. Tbe United States disclaims 
any' intention to exercise sover¬ 
eignty, jurisdiction, or control over 
said island, except for tbe pacifica¬ 
tion thereof, and will leave its gov* 
eminent to its own people. 

General Fitzhugh Lee reoeived 
on bis return here last weeek, the 
heartiest and grandest ovation ever 
accorded an American citizen. He, 
in good taste, declined a public re¬ 
ception tendered him by the old 
Confederate and Union veterans, 
tbe city officials, and general pub¬ 
lic. He has indicated a desire to 
lead onr army into .Cobs, and will 
probably be offered tbe commis¬ 
sion of Major General of Volun¬ 
teers for this purpose. If needed, 
tbe VirgiuiaiiB and West Virgin¬ 
ians who honor the name and fame 
of the Lees, will rally around him 
under the old flag by the tens of 
thousands. 

1 was in the old Greenbrier Cav¬ 
alry with General R. E. Lee, at 
Valley Mountain, in yonr county, 
in the fall of 1861. Had typhoid 
fever and was carried to Col. Paul 
McNeel'a residence, where under 
the tender care of his kind family 
and the skill of Dr Wallace I re¬ 
covered after aix weeks. His sons 
Andrew and George were members 
of tbe same Company. I after¬ 
wards organized Company A of the 
36 Virginia Battalion of Cavalry. 
George, William, and Ruben Over¬ 
holt, Isaac Hill, George Key, 
Ruckman, Payne, and Brown—all 
good citizens and., brave soldiers 
from your county—joined my com¬ 
pany and remained true to the 
close of the war. Poor Ruckman 
fell by the wayside at tbe battle of 
Morristown, Tennessee, in March, 
1864. I have many pleasant,—with 
some and,—reoollectiona of old Po¬ 
cahontas, and would like to see 
again tbe few friends still left 
there. I was pained to hear of tbe 
ill health of my old friend Captain 
William L. MoNeel. No oonnty 
or people ever bad • better oitixen 


or nobler man. My last trip thro 
your county was in June, 1864, a 
wounded prisoner and unwilling 
visitor. 

By the way, I had the pleasure 
of meeting accidentally Mr John 
W. Grimes and Miss Lara H. 
Moore, two young and interesting 
citizens of Dilley’s Mill, Pocahon¬ 
tas County, who came here to join 
hands and hearts. They were mar¬ 
ried on the 18th instant in this ci¬ 
ty by Rev J. Fred Heiaae of the 
ftth Street M. E. Church. Colonel 
W. L. .Bridges, former Superin¬ 
tendent of our West Virginia Pen¬ 
itentiary, and myself acted aa 
sponsors. After the union it gave 
ue pleasure to chaperon them thro 
the U. 8. Treasury, White House, 
Cochran’s Gallery, Smithsonian In¬ 
stitution, National Museum, Sur¬ 
gery Museum, Fishery Building, 
National Library—the finest and 
prettiest building in the world,— 
the Caftital building, both houses 
of Congress, etc., etc. 

I introduced them to W. J. Bry- 
an, the next President of the Unit- 
eel States; Joseph Bailey of Texas, 
the Demdbcatio leader of the 
House; McMilton of Tennessee, 
and others of national reputation. 

Some one told Mr Bryan , “that 
these two young people had just 
that day been married and had 
come all the way from the moun¬ 
tains of West Virginia to shake 
hands wtth him.”
